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Visits With Duke of Windsor 


Great Progress Made inthe Bahama Islands ...... 





EV. Earl P. Paulk, Second Assistant 

General Overseer, has recently re- 
turned from a trip to the Bahama Is- 
lands. This was his first experience in 
representing the Church of God in an- 
other country as a general official. 
Brother Paulk was met in Miami, Florida, 
by the pastor of the church there, Rev. 
O. C. Crank, who accompanied him on 
his trip to Nassau, the capital of the 
British-owned Bahama Islands. The pass- 
age was made by way of Pan-American 
Airways and the trip over the water was 
pleasant though uneventful. Their plane 
was met by Rev. W. E. Raney, overseer 
of the Bahama Islands, and they were 
soon ushered through the streets of the 
little city of Nassau to the East Street 
church where the convention was in 
progress. Here hundreds of enthusiastic 
and ardent worshipers had gathered from 
faraway islands, many of them coming 
at a great sacrifice and in small boats. 
One group coming from Eleuthera Is- 
land were shipwrecked just before they 
reached the port of Nassau. A violent 
wind drove their ship on the rdcks. Only 
one lifeboat was available and it in turn 
was washed on the rocks and wrecked. 
Three of the delegates who had foregone 
so much to attend the-annual conven- 
tion in Nassau were drowned. Though 
the death bells saddened the otha 
gates it did not stop the cgnver 
detract from its spigitu 
Assistant Generaly ¢ 
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cipal speaker of the convention. His dy- 
namic personality and machine-gun flow 
of oratory held the delegates spellbound. 
Large crowds of unconverted visitors sat 
tensely under conviction until the altar 
calls were made when they filled it to its 
capacity and a great many prayed 
through to victory. 

Rev. W. V. Eneas, pastor of the host 
church, who has been in the employ of 
the British government for many years, 
was instrumental in arranging for 
Brother Paulk to have an _ interview 
with His Excellency the Governor, 
the Duke of Windsor. This ar- 
rangement was no easy task for hun- 
dreds from all walks of life and from 
different countries have sought an inter- 
view and but few have been accorded 
that privilege. On Saturday, Jan. 10, in 
company with Brother Eneas and Brother 
Crank, Brother Paulk was admitted for 
an interview with His Royal Highness. 
A short discussion followed of topics 
of collaboration between the British 
and United States governments, the 
activities of different state and national 
characters with whom Brother Paulk 
was personally acquainted and finally 
concerning the Church of God and its 
activities in the Bahama Islands. The 
Governor seemed greatly interested in the 
Church and its activities among his sub- 
jects. He asked many questions relative 
to its theology as compared with other 
Protestant organizations. He _ expressed 
sincere admiration for the Church and its 
work among the island people. Mention 
was made of Her Grace the Duchess and 
the Governor expressed that he was very 
sorry she could not be present at the in- 
terview. According to Brother Paulk, she 
is a tireless worker among the natives, 
having established hospitals and clinics 
among the islanders which have greatly 
helped social and _ physical conditions. 
The Duke and Duchess have greatly en- 
deared themselves to the natives of the 
Bahamas, who seem to feel toward him 
as if he were their king. 

The interview of Brother Paulk with 
His Excellency the Governor has been 
considered a great achievement for the 
Church, for better working conditions

During this war time in the U. S. A.

Telling what we ought to tell to 
whom we ought to tell it and to no other, 
is an art that few have learned and fewer 
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Should a Minister Work?

We have often heard people make the 
remark, “I have to work hard for my 
living, and the preacher is going to do 
the same if he wants to get along.” 
Others ask should a minister work. 

Yes, a preacher will never be a suc- 
cess till he does work, but not the way 
some people labor. I believe the preacher 
who is really out for the cause of Christ 
has harder work than any of our com- 
mon laborers. I think of our good pastor. 
He labors long hours with little pay; goes 
at any hour, into any home, where he 
can be a blessing. He smiles at all times, 
even though his heart be crushed within 
him. He has kind words and a smile for 
any who would heap harsh words upon 
him, and is a spiritual companion of both 
young and old. We will use him as our 
type of God-called preachers. I am con- 
fident we have many of this type in the 
Church of God. 

A minister has a job that should sup- 
port several assistants but does well to 
keep one alive. While the frivolous mem- 
bers are in good health and in_ high 
spirits the pastor is the least of their 
thoughts; but in sickness or trouble, he 
is the first one summoned. A true min- 
ister is a desired citizen of any com- 
munity because of the great help he can 
be. 

A minister should be respected because 
of the honor God has bestowed upon him. 
He is our spiritual leader and in his 
hands Christ committed His earthly 
Church. , 


1 Cor. 9:16, “Though I preach the 
gospel, I have nothing whereof to glory; 
for necessity is laid upon me; yea, woe is 
unto me, if I preach not the gospel.” Paul 
accepted his calling as a necessity and 
divine calling. Many critics of our day 
think that it is just man wanting to 
preach to earn an easy living. If you, 
dear critic, could understand the neces- 
sity of doing what one is called to do, 
you would hastily change your mind. 

The crossroads confronting so many 
ministers is that of giving up a job with 
a good salary, or answering God’s call, 
living by faith and maybe a_ meager 
wage. I believe that the man or woman 
who has the call to the ministry and 
will renounce the money-calling, and 
take up the cross, will have a larger re- 
ward and harvest than he who tries to 
balance a worldly job in one hand and 
God’s work in the other. It is not the one 
who obeys because he has to that will 
receive a greater reward, but the one 
who consecrates his soul and strength to 
this great work. 

Many ministers have a desirg 
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loose from the carnal labor, but due to 
a selfish wife or parasitic children will 
not. The hindrances of this life will cer- 
tainly not be of any help at the judg- 
ment bar of God. One has said, “I can 
trust the Lord for myself, but it is the 
idea of my children suffering that I 
can’t stand.” The Lord said He would 
supply the needs. If we will trust and 
prove Him, He will not fail us. Even 
if it does mean suffering some, you and 
yours are no better than others who have 
suffered for the sake of spreading the 
gospel. 

It is a sad thing for a minister to try 
to hold down preaching and manual la- 
bor. Many will suffer hardships in order 
to preach holiness. Although they don’t 
get a weekly pay check here their en- 
dorsement is written in agony-wrung 
blood in heaven. 

For a preacher to work at a small two- 
bit job all week and then to deliver a ser- 
mon on Sunday is lowering the high call 
of his ministry. Yes, it is heart-breaking 
to think of a preacher working at carnal 
labor when God has provided a way for 
the members to do their share in sup- 
porting him. 

If every church member would pay his 
tithes and offerings as God commanded, 
there would be more spiritual growth in 
churches, as the ministers could then give 
full time to the spreading of God’s Word. 
Some of the biggest shouters are the ones 
who are letting down on this. Praise God, 
it isn’t the noise that convinces, but the 
obedience to God’s words and command- 
ments. 

Some hypocrites try to scuttle out 
from that part of church responsibility 
by saying, “The preacher doesn’t spend 
the money right.” Beloved, that doesn’t 
excuse you one bit. It is your duty to pay 
the tithes and theirs and God’s business 
how they are spent. When you pay a fur- 
niture or store bill, you don’t feel it 
your responsibility as to what they do 
with the money; neither is it yours to 
worry over how the preacher spends his. 

I have reasons to doubt in my mind as 
to whether one who has let down on this 
would even be qualified for inheritance 
of heaven. Remember, it is not the one 
who says, Lord, Lord, that will enter in- 
to heaven, but the one who does the will 
of the Father. When you keep back God’s 
tithes you don’t realize what harm you 
are doing. You just might as well say, 
“I don’t care what happens to the preach- 
er, or our church; I don’t care how many 
souls perish that ges \qqphax. 
la 8. 
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Yes, we will have to give an account 
for robbing just the same as murder. 
Anyone who has the light on tithing is a 
spiritual robber if he does not pay tithes. 
A person who can but won’t pay tithes 
should be ashamed to ask anything of 
God when He is so good as to give you 
health and work that you can earn an in- 
come then for you to try to cheat Him 
out of what rightfully belongs to Him. 

God help our members to do their part, 
that more churches can be organized and 
more souls added to Thy Kingdom, 
through their faithfulness in paying their 
debt to you, that the preachers can spend 
their time in Thy labor.

Pleasure is the most deceiving of 
all flatterers. (Flattery is a perfume that 
will do to smell, but not to swallow.)

God help us, if we have 
authority, to grow and not swell. 

Riches is vanity; vv. 7, 8, ch. 5, 10.

It hides the 
barbed hook with promise of ease, eats 
and drinks for years, but don’t bite lest 
you hear these words, “Thou fool.” You 
can’t break God’s Word, but you can 
break yourself against it. Don’t lose your 
soul in a spider’s web—money.

Question: Please answer two ques- 
tions in your Question Box for me. First, 
1 Peter 5:10, does this mean that after 
we suffer for a while in this present world 
He will make us perfect in this present 
life or in the life to come, and does any- 
one live perfect in this world? Second, 
does the battle of Armageddon in Rev. 
16:16 take place about the time of the 
rapture of the saints, and in Rev. 29: 
8 does it mean the same battle or are 
they two different battles and when does 
the battle of Gog and Magog take place? 
I hope I have asked these so you will 
understand.—C. C. B. 


Answer to question No. 1: The scrip- 
ture referred to in 1 Peter 5:10 gives the 
means, the work, and the result of sal- 
vation. The Syriac Version reads, ““Now 
it is the God of grace, who hath called 
us to his eternal glory by Jesus the Mes- 
siah, that has given us, while we sustain 
these light afflictions, to be strengthened, 
and confirmed, and established by him 
for ever.” Since grace brings salvation 
here in this life, its work must be here 
and if its work is here the result will 
also be here. When we speak of perfec- 
tion we mean perfection only as far as 
being a perfect child of God is con- 
cerned. There is a perfection which be- 
longs to God alone. God is perfect in 
power, perfect in wisdom, and perfect 
in His presence; that is, present every- 
where at the same time. We cannot claim 
any of these perfections. Paul said in 
Phil. 3:12, “Not as though I had already 
attained, either were already perfect: but 
I follow after,” etc. This plainly signi- 
fies that there was a perfection to which 
Paul had not attained but in verse 15 of 
the same chapter he says, “Let us there- 
fore, as many as be perfect, be thus 
minded: and if in anything ye be other- 
wise minded, God shall reveal even this 
unto you.” These scriptures set forth 
very plainly that Paul was not perfected 
in everything but that not only he but 
those to whom he was writing had at- 
tained a perfection and that perfection, 
of course, is attained in this life. Refer- 
ring again to the text, it is clearly set 
forth that we are made perfect through 
suffering. 2 Cor. 12:9, “My strength is 
made perfect in weakness,” or, in other 
words, through afflictions. And it was 
Paul who said in 2 Cor. 4:17, “For our 
light affliction, which is but for a mo- 
ment, worketh for us a far more exceed- 
ing and eternal weight of glory.” Peter 
r@ferred to affliction as the trial of faith 

1:7;““That the trial 
auch more precious 


heth, though it be 
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tried with fire, might be found unto you 
praise and honour and glory at the ap- 
pearing of Jesus Christ.” By these and 
many other scriptures it is clearly shown 
that the preparation must take place 
here in this life. 
Answer to question No, 2: The battle 
of Armageddon is so named from the 
place wheré it is to be fought. It is this 
battle that is described in Rev. 16:16 
and will be fought just prior to the set- 
ting up of the kingdom of God upon the 
earth. It will be the last- of the Gentile 
world kingdoms, and, as is described in 
Revelation 19, will climax with the com- 
ing of the Son of God (the Word of 
God) from heaven, with the King of 
kings and Lord of Lords written upon 
His thigh and the saints of heaven fol- 
lowing, all these making war against the 
beast and his armies, in which the beast 
is to be taken. This is the climax of the 
battle of Armageddon. A description of 
this battle is also given by the Prophet 
Ezekiel in chapters 38 and 39. The 
Church will not be present upon earth 
during the time of the great tribula- 
tion. To be sure, the Church has suffered 
tribulation and will, in many places, suf- 
fer tribulation prior to the time of the 
rapture, as they have in different totali- 
tarian countries recently, but they will 
escape the great tribulation. In God’s 
message to the Philadelphian church, Rev. 
3:10, He said, “Because thou hast kept 
the word of my patience, I also will keep 
thee from the hour of temptation, which 
shall come upon all the world, to try 
them that dwell upon the earth.” The 
battle of Gog and Magog, described in 
the 20th chapter of Revelation, is en- 
tirely a different battle to the battle of 
Armageddon. The battle of Armageddon 
precedes the thousand-year reign of 
Christ as is plainly shown by its setting 
in the book of Revelation. The last great 
battle, when Gog and Magog are gath- 
ered together to battle against the saints, 
is staged after the devil is loosed from 
his thousand-year bondage, as is plainly 
described in the 20th chapter of Revela- 
tion. Verse 2 reads, ““And he laid hold on 
the dragon, that old serpent, which is the 
devil, and Satan, and bound him a thou- 
sand years.” The 7th and 8th verses say, 
“And when the thousand years are ex- 
pired, Satan shall be loosed out of his 
prison, and shall go out to deceive the 
nations which are in the four quarters of 
the earth, Gog and Magog, to gather them 
together to battle, the number of whom 
is as the sand of the sea.”

dead and that had Christendom humbled 
themselves and accepted the outpouring 
of the Spirit, there would have been much 
greater results than in any of the former 
ones. 

Whatever the cause for many Protes- 
tant churches now laying emphasis on the 
need of evangelism, it is certainly en- 
couraging that they have changed their 
course and began to look forward to that 
which is the great need of our country. 
The term “evangelism” defined as spread- 
ing the gospel of Jesus Christ, is a neces- 
sary term in the progress of the Church, 
just as necessary as it was in Finney’s and 
Moody’s day. Without the spirit of evan- 
gelism the spirit of Christianity becomes 
dead, the church becomes lifeless, and 
fails to be a spiritual influence, dwind- 
ling into only a social or civic order in 
the communty.

Most all of the general officials have 
at some time or other visited the Baha- 
ma Islands and it is always encouraging 
to the natives to have them. They were 
highly elated over the visit of the Second 
Assistant General Overseer at this year’s 
convention and it is expected that his 
fiery messages will live with them for 
many years.
